This attack was separate from 
that of the Canadian army. 


The latest Somme battle is definitely won. 


There remains only a little pressure to be applied 
here unitl Von Hindenburg's divisions are again all 
behind the line, seeking to recuperate if given* time 
from the consequences of his miscarried plans.

the administration's mistakes. Mud 
less can such a one be true and loya 
supporter of. the government. 
Pros 


ident Wilson himself said: "Whil 
ex-ercising the great powers of th 
o0ice 1 hold. 1 would regret this ben 
ifit of patriotic and intelligent cril 
icism.'' Assuming that the Prrsi 
dent meant what he said, no persm 
can be a loyal supporter of the 1'rc 
sidcnt and 
take :i 
different vicu 


But in this or any other crisis, th 
first consideration is not support o 
the President, but support 
of th 


government. 
Mr. Astjuitli, the Urit 


ish statesman recognized this who 
he said: "There is no reasou, ther 
criticism should be hushed into si 
lence." 


There is not now and there neve 


has been any serious danger of in 
jury to the country from criticism 
voiced by the 
country's 
cnemi?'- 


Criticisms coming from an cneui; 
carry witli them a note of disloyal! 
which the people of the country wi 
be quick to detect. 
On the 
othi1 


hand, there has been and will yet b 
much good accomplished by crilii 
isms voiced by the country's friends 
And there will 'be little dilliculty i 
determining whether the critic be- 
friend or an enemy. 
The dough: 


Colonel »Jho was refused a cjianc 
to go into the trenches and whos 
four sons went to the firing line, on 
of them to lose his life, has been on 
of the most persistent and most vie 
orous of the administration's critics, 
but one whose loyalty to the govern- 
ment no one has ever questioned. 
There arc thousands of others, in 
and out of Congress-!, who have poi"t- 
cd out the shortcomings of Hie ad- 
ministration, with the result that 
faults have been remedied with great 
good to the allied cause. 


By his changes of mind, President 


Wilson has been the most conclusive 
witness to the value 
of criticism. 


Every time he has changed his mind 
he has added testimony to' his falli- 
bility and the superior wisdom and 
foresight of others. 


Passing by the long list 
of in- 


stances in which he changed 
his 


mind relative to domestic affairs, one 
can readily recall numerous instanc- 
es in which he altered his policies re- 
garding the war. 


At first te denounced advocates 


of preparedness as nervous and ex- 
cited, and said we had not neglected 
preparedness. A few months later 
he -came around to the views that had 
been so 
vigorously 
asserted 
by 


Boosevelt, Wood. Gardner, and oth- 
ers. He declared that with the caus- 
es of this war we have nothing to do, 
but later asserted that "we must ?cc 
Belgium restored—a declaration" in 
effect, that Belgium vras 
innocent 


and that we have an interest in sce-j 
ing justice done her. He declared at 


:ommitted that equaled in barbarity 
he sinking of the 'Lusitania. the pre- 
sident asked congress to declare war 
Shortly before we entered the con- 
flict he declared that there must ho 
•peace without victory". 
-Since we 


entered the war lie has declared a- 
gainst any peace short of victory. 


These are the more important in- 


stances of his 
change 
of mind in 


matters relative to the war. 
In ev- 


ery instance, his earlier attitude wa 
issiiiled by leading public 
men. by 


editors and 
by citizens generally. 


That free and courageous expressin 
of opinion finally convinced him of 
!iis error and led to his change to t. 
sound policy.

At least, 
they are out here on the front. It's 
hard to keep from letting your in- 
terest in people worry you. 


It has been harder than usual for 


us, 1 think, because 
our 
acquain- 


tances 
are 
continually 
changing. 


Troops are always on the move, and 
we have stayed quite a long time in 
each of the locations we were in. So 
we were never 
with 
any regiment 


permanently, 
usually 
just 
long 


enough to make 
a bunch 
of good 


friends from whom we hated to part. 


We have almost decided that 
it 


doesn't pay to make friends. 
Not 


that they are not -wonderful to have 
and .a lot of joy, (jut that it is so 
hard to see them go, especially when 
you know the danger they are in all 
the time. 


It's strange the way we make 


friends out here, anyway. 
Wrhen a 


new outfit comes in town, we 
are 


always feeling as .though the bottom

TV 
had as many as five lectures from 
different "big brothers" in one day, 
all of them keen to advise us. 


•Usually, these "big brothers" tell 


us to go home. They say it is no 
place for us, so near 
the lines, 


though 
they 
all tell us how much 


they enjoy having us there, and how 
much they like doughnuts. But they 
would rather have us home, they 
eay, and get along without dough- 
nuts. 


But we think otherwise. We want 


to stay. 


When we left our old division we 


thought we had lost all the friends 
we had on this side of the world. 1.4' 
we were ever 
discouraged, 
it was 


then. Irene and I were both enthus- 
iastic to get a new hut started, but 
we could not forget the friends we 
bad left, and who were to go soon to 
a far more dangerous part of 
the 


hie. 


We still miss them terribly, but a 


very few days 'has shown us 
that 


there are prospective ''big brothers" 
everywhere. We had scarcely moved 
nto our new 
quarters 
when 
the 


most fatherly grayhaired old colonel 
von ever saw came into see us. 
lie 


offered us any help at his comma nil, 
and comes in twice every day to see 
that all is going well. He is almost 
too fatherly 
in the way he hovers 


over us, for he puts restrictions on 
where we can go. But they are for 
onr good, and we appreciate his in- 
terest. A sergeant soon turned up 
with a wife at home and a faculty 
for housework, and "big brothers" 
are"growing in number. Americans 
arc pretty generally 
of the "big 


brother" type, we have found.

SALE OF 


IN SMALL CAMPS NO WON NEWBASIS 


More Than .Fifty Such 
Hospitals 


Set up in American Camps 


During Past Few Weeks 


SOLDIERS 
WELCOME 
IDEA 


Too Small For Military Hospitals 


And Conveniences For III Sol- 


diers Offered in Tents 


(By United Press.) 


London, 
'Aug. 'J. (By Mail.)—A 


new problem in hospital work was 
presented to-the American Red Cross 
in Great 
Britian 
recently 
by the 


large number of 
small 
camps of 


aviators, which have been opened in 
various parts of the British Isles. 
These camps are too small 
to re- 


quire the 
installation of A 
large 


hospital, but there are frequent cas- 
es of illness or accident, and camps 
are generally located at points far 
distant from the regular 
military 


hospitals. 


The problem has been met by the 


establishment, in each camp, of a 
iinall "tent hospital," where Amer- 
ciin soldiers suffering from minor 
ailments can be cared for 
satis- 


factorily. 
More than fifty of these 


tent 
hospitals have been set n| 


various small American camps d'.ir- 
ng the past few weeks, 
each ac- 


•oniniodiiling from four to fen pa- 
tients. 
The soldiers welcome t'lis 


rangement 
enthusiastically, 
for 


he soldier when ill, likes to be near 
lis friends, and the men of his unit, 
ind dislikes 'being transferred to a 
distant hospital in strange surround- 
ngs. 
'During the recent prevalence 


of 'influenza in the camps, these tpr.t 
mspitals proved a great boon. 


A letter from an oilicer in an A- 


nerican camp in central 
England 


^ays: 


vVnothcr reminder of the care- 


'nl thonghtfulness of the American 
fed Cross ciime to us this morning, 
ind while you know how 1 have ap- 
preciated your help and wholeheart- 
ed thonghtfulness in getting onr hos-
